1, INTRODUCTION. 


Tamil Nadu, the Southern most State of India extends up to Gape Kanyakunar 
in the South. Tt is bounded on the North by Karnataka and Andhra Pradesh, on tho West 
by Kerala and on the East by the Bay of Bengal. It has an area of 130,069 square 
kilometres with a population of 4,11,99,163 as per the 1971 Census.

Fifey-nine High Schools were opened during the year and the total number ef 
high schools was thus raised from 2,823 to 2,382. 


In accordance with the suggestions made in the Kothari Education Commission 
Report (1964-60) with a view to vocationalising Secondary Education, 19 High Schools 
wore developed as comprehensive sshools durmg 1974-75 by opening vocational courses 


liko Agriculture, Tailoring, Wood-working, Radio repairing, Motor mechanism, ete, 


During 1174-75, 10 more Municipal High Schools were taken over by the 
Government in order to provide reliof to the Municipalities which were finding it 
difficuit to run the schools, 


About 9,922 posts of teachers were created during 1973-74 under Half-a Million 
Jobs Programme. The teachers appointed to these pusts were ali given regular posta 
f om 1974-75, 


The P:lot Project Scheme for improving science teaching in elementary schools 
with UNICEF assistance which was introduced in 50 Elementary and 30 Middle 
Scuosls in the three districts Madras, Chingalpatbu and South Arcot was expanded 
during 1974-75 to cover 1,550 Elementary Schoo!s and 1,800 Higher Elementary Schools 
spread throughout the State. 


REVISION OF SYLLABUS 


Realising the need for a constant review of the content of syilabi and fos 
updating the svsteim of instruction, the (Government constituted committees in 
December 19:0, for revising the entire school syllabi. The draft revised syllabi 
finalised by these eommitteos for Standards 1 to V were published in November 2071 
ani for Standards VI to VIII in January 1972.

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Birengthening of Sehool Education Administratien.—With a view to deveting 
eencentrated attention on the problem of Elementary Education, one of the Joint 
Directors in the Directorate of School Education was designated to be apeciücally 
incharge of Elementary Education with powers to dispose of day to day problems 
relating to Elementary Edu atior. 15 more Senior Deputy laspectors of Schools 
were appointed during the year. One post of District Educational Officer and 
ene post of Chief Educational Officer were newly sanctioned during 1974-75. The 
Office of the new District Educational Officer was formed on 26—12—1974 at 
Lalgudi in Tiruchirappalli district and the Office of the Chief Education:l Officer 
was formed at Nagerkoil in Kanyakumari district. The number of District

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The enrolment in Elementary Schools improved from 68:57 lakhs in 1973-74 
‘to 70°17 iakhs during 1974-75. 


Qualitative Improvements, — With a view to maintain a high standard in ‘gehools 
and to improve the teacher pupil ratio additional teachers were appo‘nted every 
year. During 1971-72 and 1972-73, 1,200 R. Ts. wore appointed >= Headmasters 
of Higher Elementery Schools. Besides, about 9,993 teachers were appointed under 
the Haif a-mlliun Jobs Programme in 1573-74 and they were absorbed in regular 
posts from 1974-75. 


Tho total number of teachers working in ihe 32,565 Elementary Schools during 
1974-75 was 1,73,766 which works out to a teacher pupi ratio of 1:35. 


The Scheme. f upgrading higher grade posts held by secondary grade qualified 
teachers in elementary schools ves continued during 1974-75 also. So Jar 37,700 
higher grado posts have bsen upcraded into secondary grade posts iucluding 4,200 
posts in 1974-75. 


The scheme for the suppi;y of science equipment and teaching aids at the rate of 
Rs. 300 per primary school and Rs. 1,000 per upper primary school sterred in 1960 
was continued curing 197:-75 alsc. "iillthe ord of 1974-75, 12,720 primary schools 
and 3,334 upper primary schools were benefited under the scheme including 1,220 
primary schools and 304 middle schoo!s covered in 1974-75. 


To promote physical edueation activities in higher elementary standards 195 
Physica] Education Teachers were appointed during 1973-74 under the Half-a-million 
Job Programme and they were absorbed in regular posts during 1974-75, 


During 1974-75, 1,600 Elementary Schools were supplied with essential library 
“books at a cost of Rs. 1,00,000. 
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Midday Meals Siheme.--The provision of mid-dsy meals im all the elementary 
sehools jas a major roll ia promoting and retaining enrolment in the schools. 
About 18,15,222 pupils in Stand: rds I io VIII of elementary schools and "it. ber 
elementary schools reccived mid day meals including LEO lakhs fed in Harijin 
Welfare Schools run by the Heriian Welfare Department. The amount spent on 
mid-cay mal scheme from Government funds during 1974-76 was Rs. 3°88 crores

From Ist October 1974 the State Government grant for the Mid-day Meal £cbeme 
was rt. ised from 6 paise to 10 paise per pupii per day for 209 days and the local body 
sentrbuvion raised from 4 paise to 5 paise per day for 200 days. T bis has meant an 
extra ex pend.ture to the Government of about Rs. 1°17 crores per year recurring. 


To facilitate hygienic preparation of the mid-day mea)a,97 Central Kitchens 
equipped with electrical equipments are functioning in tke three districts of Chengaipattu, 
North Arcot and South Arcot. The food prepared in these central kitchens is trans- 
ported to the surrcunding Schools in closed vane. A central workshop for servicing end 
maintaining ihe transport vehicles used under the scheme ás well as kitchen equipments 
has keen set up in Vikravandi in South Arcot district with the assistance of CARE at 
a total cost of about Re. 15 lekhs,

Construction oi Quarters to Women Teachers —With a view to encouraging women 
Teachers, to reside in sural areas a scheme for the construction of quarters for women 
Teachers of Panchayat Union Elementary Schools is being implemented. About 1,600 
quarters have so far been constructed and 211 quarters are under construction. 5 


SHOONDARY ‘EDUCATION. 


The tremendous expansion of Primary Education has accelerated the progress and 
demand for secondary education and during '97'-75, 59 new high schools were opened 
of which 50 were Government Schools (including three Schools run by the Harijan Welfare 
Department), 8 were Aided Schools and one was a Corporation Sehool, Out of the 59 
high schools 13 were exclusively for girls. 
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In 1974-75, thero were 2,832 high sehools (with strength of 15.78 la&khs) whieh. 
coraprised of 2,771 ordinary High Schools, 4^ Angle-Indian High Schools, 24 Matei- 
culation Senools, 10 Central Schools, 28 sehools affiliated to the Central Board of 
Sesondary Edusation and 9 schools affilissed to the Council for Indian School

Homes for Children. —institubion which are primarily homes for children, 
having facilitios for the education of the iv. mates are admitted to aid from State 
turds, One of the important conditions for aid is that atleast 50 per cent of the inmates 
iu the homes or children shall be certified destitutes belonging to this State and 
shall be studying in recognised schools, There were 375 orphanages at the end of 
1974-75. A sum of Rs. 6/71 lakhs was given as grant-in.aid to these homes in 
1974-75. 


Phe Third All India Educational Survey. --The Third AllIndia Educational Survey 
in Tamil Nadu which commenced during the year 1973-74 was completed 
during 1974-75 One State Educational] Survey Officer (in the cadre of District 
Edueational Officer) and fifteen District Educational Survey Officers (in the cadre of 
Gazotted Meadmasters) attended to the work under the guidance of the National 
Council of Educational Research and Training, New Delhi which also met the cest of 
tho survey of about Rs. 2:18 lakhs. 


School Improvement Gonference.—This is a people's movement organised and 
implemented during the last 14 years by the Directorate of School Education. Tha local 
public interested in tko welfare of schools come forward vo Jore contributions in . 
cash and kind for improving the conditions of their school. The total number of 
school imprevement conferences held up to 1974-75 was 537 and 72,028 schools had 
participated in these cenferences. The total cost of the schemes urdertaken in all these 
conferences was Rs 1977. crores. Uniforms are also supplied free of cost, Till the 
end of 1974-75, 171 lakhs ef student were supplied with free uniforms to the value of ` 
Es.1:08 ereres. 


WHELFTARE MEASURES 


— Teachers Weifere.—The National Foundation for Teachers Welfare was seb wp im. 
1962. The teachers day is celebrated on 5th September every year frem 1965, 
Voluntary cellections are made every year for the foundation on the Teacher's day. The 
main objestivo of the foundation isto provide relief to the teachers who are in imdigent 
ciroumslances and their dependents. Daring 1974-75,a sum of Rs. 4,73,563 was 
collected and a sum of Rs, 3,117,942 was disbursed as financial assistance and lump Sum 
aids to the teachers and ther dependents. 


Tamil Nadu Family Benefit Scheme .— The scheme was introduced with effect from 
Ist January 1974 for the benefit of the teaching and non-teaching staff of all sehoola, 
The scheme was conbinued durin g tho year with certain modifications. At the time 
of introduction the teachers were required to contribute Rs. 10 every month and the 
famiy of any person who dies during the period of his service was given a lump sum 
of Rs. 10,0: 0 or if he retircs on superannuation his contribution with interest was paid. 
This scheme was modified with effect from 1—2-—75 and the contribution of Rs. 10 was 
reduced to Re. 1 and tho payment of lump sum amount was restricted to those whe 
die in harness before attsining superannuation,
